in Sustaining Affirmative on Sales 
Tax Legislation Question.

their clash in the first of the triangular

The 
subject, "Resolved, That Congress 
Should Enact Legislation Providing 
for a Sales Tax,” is yet a new question 
and so gave opportunity for broad dis- 
cussion.
